The Commission certifies that VERNON Bo KASSEBAUM, EXECUTOR OF THE ESTATE

OF BERTHA Lo HIGGINS, DECEASED suffered a loss, as a result of actions of the

Government of Cuba, within the scope of Title V of the International Claims

Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, in the amount of Three Thousand Seven
